COPIED OLD ENGLISH BARREL

L ]
Pennaylvania Man Made First Stand
ard Bize Receptacis for the
Transportation of Oil.

When crude oll was discovered In
Peansylvania In 1868, barrels cot-
monly used for wine, beer, whisky,
cider and other liguors were uillized
by oll men an contuiners for thelr prod-
uct. Anything that resembled & bar
rel wie used and alzes differed so
radically that there were many oppor
tunities for froud

Ag nn Instauce, It was discoversd
that frequently the staves wers tmade
extrn thick, with the result that the
content of the buarrel wams less than
represented, and purchasers often
found that they dld not get as much
crude oll as they were paylng for.

In 186485 the frst standuard-size
barrel wis made by Samuel Van Sy
ckle, nt Miller Farm, near Titusville,
Pa. It wan of 42 gallona’ eapacity, the
dine fixed In 1461 in Bogland for the
herring barrel during the reign of
Bdward 1V,

¥an Syckle specified the slze of the
staves to be used and made an honest
42:gallon barrel. Almost immediately
be had practically a monopoly of the
business and the odd-aize barrels
gradually disuippeared,

The present system of guoging oll
tanks was started [n 1808, when F. K.
Hummond of Miller Farm, Pa, was
asked If he could figure the amount of
oll contained In each vertical foot of
certaln tanks, In a few days Ham-
mond prepared a table of one of thewe
tanks, showing the amount of oll It
would hold per Inch from botiom te
top, based oo & measurement of 42
gnllons to she barrel, Hammond's ta-
ble came Into general use, and this
method of measuring tanks vever has
chunged. —O1 News,
